It was vot d that the 
Maverjck bank should be expe'led 
from the Association. Colonel French 
says this morning that he has not 
made an essignment. He states he 
fully believes that the affairs of the 
Maverick bank have teen managed 
with wisdom and prudence by the 
receiver, and that the stockholders 
abd depositors will get back all the 
money intrusted to the bank’s care.

WaAsurverox, Nov. 2.—The lagging 

eeeet in the Chilian affair was re- 
vived in a measare this morning by 
the visit of Senor Don Pedro Montt to 
the Navy Department. He remained 
with Tracy for a honr. 
Meanwhile messengere had been sent 
te the Department of State. They re- 
ported Secretary Blaine with the 
President at the White House. After 
a conferdnce with the President, Sec- 
retary Blaine returved to the State De- 
| partment, and Secretary Tracy and 
the Obilian Minister bad a conference 
with bin. It is impossible to learn the 
object of Senor Montt’s visit. 

There was some comment upon the 
call of Montt on Secretary Tracy ag to 
the foreign Minister’s observant offi- 
cial proprieties. Usually they trans- 


credited solely through the Secretary 
of State. The departure from the us- 
val practice by Senor Montt to-day is 
accounted for on the ground of inex- 
perience in diplomatic formailitieg, 
There is reason to believe Senor

United States man-of-war. This made 
things so hot for Admiral Brown that 
four weeks later, when the ineurgents 
were in control, he explained that his 
officers in visiting the palace had 
given no information, but all cable 
messages had to be read by the gov- 
ernment before being sent his visit 
was for that purpose, and in checking 
this message to Washington the gov- 
ernment got the information. But 
that explanation did not satisfy the 
people.

Denver, Nov. 2.—A S.n Francisco 
ppecial to the News says: W. D.Cat- 
ton, an old resident of this city, who 
is Chilian Consul here, makes some 
sensational statements over his own 
signature. He makes every effort to 
defend the Chilian government, and 
says: 

“There evidently is much more 
noise being made over this matter 
than the facts justify. In Chili these 
affairs dre being discussed fh a calm 
and thorough manner. Chili does 
not seek trouble with the United 
States, but merely insists that this so 
called ‘serious affair’ needs to be thor- 
ougbly investigated before any reply 
can be giver to the dispatches sent 
by the State Department. If Chili is 
wrong she will so admit, but she will 
not be unduly bastebed any more 
than would be the United States un- 
der similar cireumstances. Chili is 
naturally hurt that so great a nation 
as this should have shown so great 
hostility daring all their troubles. Is 
fact the whole action of the United 
States for years hag beta against Chili, 
while the latter has always done 
everthing to harbcr kindly feelings, 
newspaper articles to the contrary 
notwithstanding. The writer knows 
for a fact that Minister Egan is a 
strong partisian of Balmaceda. This 
governthent is nodoabtedly responeible 
fer the lows of meny lives in Chili.

Maybrick Case Anata’ 
By Calbe and Associated Press.) 

Lonpom, Nov. 2.—In the Court of 
Appeals the Maybrick case com- 
menced to-day. Sir Charles Russell, 
in opening his argument, said the ap- 
peal raised a most impStant question. 
The plaintiffs for whom he appeared 
were executors of the late Mr. May- 
brick, who had effected an insurame 
of $10,000 with the defendant’s insur- 
ance company in faror of his wile, 
Mrs. Florence D, Maybrick, now con- 
fined in the workingjail Defendant’s 
counsels said they had paid on account 
$1,009 of the amount claimed, but they 
refused to pay the remainder. In sup- 
port of this refusal he said the defend- 
ants submitted that the conviction of | 
Mrs. Maybrick was not conclusive. 
Continuing, Sir Charles said; on the 
contrary, the plaintiffs submitted the 
fact that the sentence being commuted 
was not evidence of innocence. The 
real question, he claimed, was whether 
Mr. Maybrick baving effeci d a policy 
in favor of bis wife and whether, as- 
suming he died at her hands, this was 
any answer tothe exeentors’ claims. 
_The ex-Attorney-General then pro- 
ceeded to cite autorities in favor of bis 
contention. The present appeal grew 
out of the jadgment given on July 20th 
last in an action brought in the inter- 
est of Mrs, Maybrick against the in- 
surance association to recover $10,000 
insurance upon her husband’s life. 
The Court then decided, as Mrs. May- 
bsick had been convicted of having 
murdered her husband, she could not 
recover the amount for which his life 
was insured, as bis death was caused 
by poison, and for whose benefit the 
action was brought. 

The day after this judgment was ren- 
dered, a high legal authority made the 
assertion thatthe life insurance asso- 
ciation’s refusal to pay Mrs. -May- 
brick the insurance on her fiusband’s 
life, on the ground that his death was 
caused by her, would enable the con- 
victed woman to bring out in civil ac- 
tion the facie traversed in the murder 
trial, since she could compel the in- 
surance company to proye she mur- 
dered her hasband. The high legal 
authority is said to have, based his 
opinion on the fact that according to 
English law a conviction was not 
proof between other parties, but only 
between the prosecution and the 
prisoner.

THE USEFUL TOAD. - 


By Loafing Around the Gas Lamps He

Of all the song birds of Pennsylvania 
there is none whose beauty attracts so 
little favorable attention as the golden 
plumed night warbler called the toad, 
snys the Brockwayville (Pa.)

He hops a 
littic closer, then, crawling as slyly as 
a eat, he sneaks up toward the square 
meal. When within about two inches 
he stops, winks once, gives his head a 
a little jerk, and the bug is gone to 
where it will do the most good.

HEAVY HORSES. 


A Hint te Nevada Breeders of the 
Over-Grewe Nerman. 

An exchange says: Fanciers of 
beavy horses, particularly among 
farmers, are beginning to think that 
the breeding of these muvuntains of 
horseflesh has been carried too far. 
There is an ever-present danger in the 
breeding of al! animals that the size 
question will be overdone and carried 
beyond an economic standard. Some 
breeders are ruoniog go much after 
the heavy type of dray horses that 
} they are leaving the plow out of sight. 
- is*really no reason to do so, for 
farmers who wish (o ase lighter horses 

their lands can have a market for 
their geldings if the animals are able 
to trot well, almost as good as they 
can have for borses up to the heaviest 
wagon work. Nothing is moressefal 
on the streets at present than @ thick, 
square-set horse, wide between the 
fore legs, active, and not an inch more 
than 16 hands; indeed, 15.2 is a good 
height. They are scarcely. procerable, 
and leggy. mongrels of no apparent 
breeding, Trom their looks, have to be 
taken instead at low prices. Bates, 
the great Southern breeder, was op- 
posed tu the idea of breeding for ex- 
cecsive size, He saw that the food of 
support was too greatin the expense 
of daily maintenance for the results 
obtaine’. The same principle is true 
with horses. Muscular power and ef- 
fectivenees are not increased in pro- 
portion to size.

TO-MORROW’S ELECTIONS. 


A Fall Vote Desired in the Differ- 
ent States.

Meanwhile they get good prices 
for their farm seaduetal and have 
enormous crops. |
